L G. Harris— Dear Sir : The recent 
letters of Gen. Cass, Seeictary of State, upon 
Ihe rights and responsibilities ol naturalized citi- 
zens, who may. alter such naturalization, return 
to their native land, have been commented upon 
by many of the foreign citizens here, of whom 
we are a portion, ami we would respectfully re- 
quest you to give your construction of the doc- 
trine promulgated 'in the letter to A. V. Holer, 
as also your own views, as to our rights and re- 
sponsibilities as natur.lized citizens visiting our 
fatherland.

Gentlemen : Your note of this date was hand- 
ed to me a few minutes since, and as I am com- 
pelled to leave the city ii|>on the next train to 
fill my appointments in East Tennessee I hasten 1 
to answer without being able to give the subject 
that consideration and thorough examination 
which its importance demands. 

I bold it to be nndeniaby true, however, that 
under our Constitution and laws, the rights to 
protection and the duties of the American citi- 
zen, whether nutice or naturalized, are precisely 
the same. 

When the foreigner severs the ties which 
bound him to other governments and takes the 
oath of allegiance to the Government of the j 
United States, he takes upon himself all the ob- 
ligations, responsibilities and duties of citizen- 
ship, and thereby unquestionably entitles himselt 
to the rights and privileges of a citizen. — 
Amongst ihe most important ot* these, may be 
mentioned the right to demand of his Govern- 
ment the protection of life, liberty, and property, 
at home and abroad, and the Government is 
bound by every consideration of scll-respcet, 
pood faith, and duty, to extend that protection. 
'Phis general rule, however, is not without excep- 
tions, lor if the native or naturalized American 
citizeu has committed crime or violated the penal , 
laws ofa foreign gov e rnment, he would be answer- 
■ble to that Government at any lime when with- 
in its jurisdiction. 

The doctrine of perpetual allegiance to the land 
of nativity, as couleuded for by most governments 
of the old world, being inconsistent with the natural 
rights of man. cannot meet the approbation ot 
the Government of the United Stales. Man . in- 
stances of the resistance of this doctrine by our 
Government in its ei rly history might be cited. U 
I had the time for full investigation. 

The position of this Government under the 
Pierce administration in J?5.'t, is distinctly stated 1 
by Mr. Secretary Marcy in his note to the Aus- 
trian .Minister, as follows: 

"Whenever, by the operation of the law of nations, 
in individual becomes rlothnt tcith oht n*iti<m<it 
cketraeU r, be he a native or naturalized citizen, an 
exile driven from his early home by political oppros- j 
sion, or an emigrant entieed from it by the hopes of I 
bet u-r fortune for himself and posterity, he can claim { 
the protertioii of thin li.tre nimfnt, and it may re- j 
spund to that claim without being obliged to explain 
its conduct to nny foreign power, for it is its duty to

Again Sir. Marcy said: 

"International law looks only to the national char- 
acter in deli-running what country has the right to 
pro! cel. If a per-on <j<>*« from th in extntt.y oh rood. 
with the nationality of the L'nited States, this law 
enjoins upon other nations to respect him. in regard 
to protect i',n, as an American et'tiun. It OOneedel lo 
every country the right to protect any and all who 
may be clothed with its nationality." 

Under the Buchanan administration, by the in- 
structions from the Slate Department to the Rep- 
resentative of this Government at the Court of 
Berlin, dated 13th of May, 1459, it is explicitly 
stated 

"That this Government is opposed to the doctrine 
of perpetual allegiance and maintains tho right of 
expatriation and the right to form new political ties 
elsewhere. In this age of the world the idea of con- 
trolling the citizen in the choice of a home, and 
binding bim by a mere political theory, to inhabit for 
a lifo lime a country which he constantly desires lo 
leave, can hardly ho entertained by any Government 
whatever." 

I understand Gen. Cass in his letter to Hofer, 
to which you call my attention, as repudiating 
this doctrine ol perpetual allegiance, and as sim- 
ply admitting tiie ripht of all governments to 
punish crime, including the crime of desertion, 
according to the law of that government, wheu 
the party voluntarily places himself within its 
jurisdiction. 

I regret to say, however, that there has been 
some conflict of opinion amongst American 
statesmen upon this question of perpetual alle- 
giance, and that a portion of them have not al- 
ways been ready to extend protection to the nat- 
uralized citizens abroad, as will be seen by ref- 
erence to the following note, dated June 1st, 
lh'.12, from Mr. Webster, Secretary of State, un- 
der the Fillmore administration:

Under the same Administiation, Mr. Everett, 
Secretary ot State addressed a letter to our Min- 
ister at Berlin, under date of Hth of January, 
1853, in reference to several cases which had 
been presented by that Minister. "The question 
raised," Mr. Everett writes, "has receired the 
particular attention of the President." The 
following extracts sufficiently state the doctrine: 

"If, then, a Prussian subject, born and living 
under this state of law, chooses to emigrate to a 
foreign country without obtaining the certificate 
which alone can djsch&Ege him from the obligation 
of military services, he takes that step at his own 
rhk. He elects to go abroad under the burden of 
a duty which he owes to Ira government His 
departure is of the nature of an escape frein her 
laws; and if, at any subsequent period, he is indis- 
creet enough to return to his native country, he 
cannot complain if those laws are executed to his 
disadvantage. His case resembles that of a sol- 
dier or sailor enlisted by conscription or other 
compulsory process in the army or navy. If he 
should de-ett the service of his country, and 
thereby render himself amenable to military law, 
no one would expect that he could return lo his 
native land and bid defiance to its laws because 
in the mean time he might have become a natur- 
alized citizen of a foreign State. 

"For these reasons, and without entering into 
the discussion of the question of perpetual allegi- 
ance, the President is of opinion that, if a subject 
of Prussia, lying under a legal obligation in that 
country to perform a certain amount of military 
duty, leai es his native land, and, without per- 
forming ha duty or obtaining a 'certificate of 
emigranon* 1 comes to the United States ar-d is 
naturalized, and afterwards, for any purpose 

whatever, goes back to l'tua»ij, it is nut cuuq c 



lent for the United States to piolect him from 
me operation of the Prussian law. The case 
mav be one of great hardship, especially if the 
omission to procure the certificate arose from 
inadvertence or ignorance; but this fact, though 
a just ground for sympathy, does not alter the 
case as one of international law." 

While I admit the right of all Governments to 
Danish crimes against their laws, I cajSSOUasteiit 
to the doctrine that a foreigner, who has, under 
ther solemn Sanction of his oath, adjured allegi- 
ance to the government of his birth and declared 
allegiance to our governn ent, can l ight fully be 
placed in a position where he might be compelled 
to take up arms against the country of his adop- 
tion. 

Ill conclusion, gentlemen, permit me to assure 
you that the views I have here announced are ro 
new or hastily formed opinions. They are consist- 
ent with the doctrines I have entertained during 
my whole political life, and in conformity with 
the time-honored principles of the Democratic 
party, which has always declared, as often as it 
lias assembled in national convention, "That the 
liberal principles embodied by JelVerson in the 
Declaration of Independcuc, and sanctioned in 
the Constitution, which makes ours the laud of 
liberty and the asylum of the oppressed of every 
nation, have ever been cardinal principles in the 
Democratic Faith; and every attempt to abridge 
the piivilege of becoming citizens and the owners 
of soil among us ought to be resisted with the 
same spirit which swept the alien aud sedition 
laws from our statute books." 

These sentiments I am still ready to maintain, 
not only as a member of the party which has 
always a' owed them, but as an individual, wheth- 
er in public or priv: te station.

But there is one question comparativclv new to 
the country, in the form in which it is presented, 
that has occasioned some diversity ot sentiment 
among us, and which has not been settled author- 
itatively, as some Democrats contend, by the 
highest councils of the party. We refer to what 
is commonly known as the Territorial question. 
The most ingenious and labored efforts have been 
made to confuse the public mind on this subject, 
but when rescued fiom the incomprehensible jar- 
gon of the demagogues, it merely raises an in- 
quiry, which should be calmly and candidly met, 
as to the nature and extent of the legislative 
p wer possessed by the inhabitants of a Territo- 
ry of the united States, in the political relations 
of such territory to the Government and States 
of the Union. We do not now propose todiscuss 
thisqUSStion at any considerable length, or to say 
much more than briefly to express our views re- 
garding it. Wc presume that every true Demo- 
crat will yield his ready adhesion to the principle 
of popular soveteignlv, when rightly interpreted 
and applied. Hut real popular sovereignty is not 
a spurious political idea, indefinite, vagrant, aud 
accidental. It is, when properly defined, nothing 
more nor less than the right of self government 
pervading our entire system, but expresslv lim- 
ited in its action by the Constitution and the laws. 
It cannot exist legitimately outside of these. 
Otherwise, instead of being, as it is under our 
Government, the touchstone of order, justice, 
and peace, it would become the source ot multi- 
plied disorders and constant anarchy. Thus de- 
tilled and limited, popular sovereignty is equally 
incompatible with the rash proceedings of a mob, 
as with the edicts of a tyrant. We cannot, there- 
fore, subscribe to the illegitimate assumptions of 
"squatter sovereignty." We are clearly of 
opinion that a Territory of the United States 
can, in no respect whatever, be regarded as 
either a foreign or sovereign State. Nor can it 
enjoy, by possibility, any political capacity hide 
pendent of. cr inconsistent w ith, the government 
of the Union established by the States, by whose 
agency they, the States, through an expenditure 
>>{ their treasure, and it may be, their blood, have 
acquired the very territory in question, as so 
much public domain or "common property." 
W here, let us ask, resides the right of eminent 
domain over a Territory of the United States? 
Is it not admitted by all to be with the Federal 
Government? Where shall we look for the right 
and power to ascertain and fix all Territorial 
boundaries? Is it not to Ihe Federal Govern- 
ment? Where shall we seek the right and power 
and duty to dispose of all lands embraced in the 
territory? The answer is, in the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Where in the government of a Terri- 
tory is lodged the Executive authority? It is 
lodged in the hands of a Federal Governor. 
Where is the Judicial pow er of a Territorial goi- 
ernmeiit? In the keeping ofa Federal Judiciary. 
Where is the Legislative power? Every one 
knows it did not exist, ami that it could not h- 
gally exist, until ca'led into being by the Federal 
Congress, in the organic act of Territorial gov- 
ernment. In all these demonstrations of power, 
and there can be none others outside of them in 
a Territorial government, we behold the direct, 
positive, and tangible evidences of the presence 
of the sovereignty of the government of the 
United States, excluding the pretensions of squat- 
ter or Tenitoiial legislative sovereignty, or pop- 
ular sovereignty when used as a convertible term 
with these, as being alike untenable in fact and 
preposterous in logic. 

Put it must be borne in mind that the Federal 
Government cannot act in a Territory as a despot 
or arbitrary ruler; and here is ihe difference be- 
tirrenour doctrine and that of the \\ ilmot Pro- 
cisoists. It must govern in a Territory in the 
sense of the Constitution, from which it derives 
its life and its every function, and it is bound to 
respect, with strict impartiality, the rights ami 
interests of all parties concerned, these parties 
being the States and people of the States respec- 
tively Now the government of a Territory is 
not natural and indefeasible, but derivative from 
the Congress; otherwise the few thousand inhab- 
itants ol a Territory, after its acquisition by pur- 
chase, or as indemnity for war expenses perhaps, 
would have the right to set themselves tip as a 
foreign Slate, if they so liked, and to deny the 
jurisdiction of the United States. But Congress, 
when establishing a government in a Territory, 
cannot impart to it authority to do, by feeble 
Territorial enactments, what Congress itself can- 
not undertake to perforin under the Constitution 
and can never venture to undertake, except in 
liagrant usurpation of powers not delegated but 
reserved to the States. 

We are opposed, however, to the introduction 
of any provision particularly protecting slave or 
any other kind of property, into an act organizing 
a Territorial government. Hut if a Territory at- 
tempt nullification or rebellion, in the shape of 
resistance to acts of Congress, or to judicial de- 
cisions in their proper logical and legal conse- 
quences, or to any other legitimate acts done in 
and by virtue of the constitutional authority of 
the United States over the same, then the Fede 
ral Government should at once interpose and put 
it down, not so much for the sake of slave, or 
any other kind of property, or even of the per- 
sonal rights of citizens that in >y be thereby in- 
vaded, though constituting a sufficient reason for 
the movement, as looking to the necessity of its 
oven preservation, but before the happening of 
any such act of nullification, or rebellion, and at 
the time of organizing a Territorial government, 
the presumptions are all in favor of a legal and 
peaceful course of political conduct on the part 
of the inhabitants ofa Territorv; whereas the 
doctrine of Congressional intervention icnuld as- 
sume the reverse. In tine, we are disposed to 
maintain on this question and at all times, the 
fundaments] principle ot the equality of the States. 
We are distinctly opposed to any compulsorv re- 
linquishment, in the name of squatter sovereign- 
ty, of the rights of the Slate ot Pennsylvania, as 
one of the sovereign proprietors of all I he public 
domain or Territorial property of the United 
States, and we still occupy, without any change of 
opinion, the ground held by the following resolu- 
tion of the Cincinnati Convention of 1856, to-wit: 

"Resolved, That we recognize the right of the 
people of all the Territories, including Kansas 
and Nebraska, acting through the legally and 
fairly expressed will of a majority of actual resi- 
dents, and whenever the number of their inhabi- 
tants justifies it, to forma Constitution with or 
without domestic slavery, and be admitted into 
the Union upon terms of perfect equality with 
the oilier States." 

This resolution distinctly represents the mark- 
ed difference between the revolutionary efforts of 
the first squatters in a new Territory to abolish

vs. 

Carrico's ailm'r, 
baM Carrico (lied intestate in the county of 
Hardin At the time of his death lie was 
tlie guatdiaTJ of Elizabeth EL Colvin. After 
administration was granted upon the estate 
of Carrico, this suit was brought for the settle- 
ment and distribution of the estate. 

Amongst the claims presented in said suit 
against the estate, were the claims of the ap- 
pellants against Carrico as guardian of K. H. 
Colvin for board, medical services, and other 
things furnished the ward by the direction of 
the guardian. 

It was contended, in behalf of the appel- 
lants, that these claims against Carrico's es- 
tate were entitled to preference and priority Of I 
payment. The Circuit Judge rejected them 
as preferred claims, and directed that they 
should be paid pro rata with the other debts 
against the estate. 

from this judgment and order of the Cir- 
cuit Judge? this appeal is taken. 

Judge Wood delivered the opinion of th6 
Court: 

Section 33, chapter 37, Revised Statutes, 
page 3-1 H, relates to the settlement and distri- 
bution of insolvent estates. This section pro- 
vides that the estate of a ward remaining in 
the hands of a decedent, together with certain 
other ennumerated claims, shall be paid in I 
full before any pro rata distribution shall be ; 
made. 

It appears from the record that at the time 1 
of Carrico's death there was estate in his hands 
belonging to his said ward, E. K. Colvin, suf- 
ficient to pay these debts against her, and that 
there are funds in the hands of Carrico's adm'r 
siillicieut to pay them. The ward certainly 
has a preference under the statute to the ex- 
tent of her estate remaining in the hands of 
the guardian at the time of his death. 

The ward being thus entitled to pay- 
ment to the extent of her estate remaining in 
the hands of the guardian before a pro rata 
distribution is made, the general creditors are 
excluded pro tanto from unequal distribution 
of the assets: and so far as her creditors are 
substituted to her right of preference, the 
claim of the ward will lie reduced. 

So that the result to the general creditors j 
is precisely the same, whether the claim to I 
priority is asserted through the ward or her 
creditors. Their dividend will neither lie in- 
creased nor diminished by refusing or allowing 
to the creditor of the ward a participation 
on the preference secured to her by the stat- ; 
ute. II they get the funds to the extent of 
their claims, by reason of the preference, that 
far she will not get them; and if they do not 
get them, she will. 

And as all the parties are in court, we think 
in equity the chancellor should settle the 
rights of all the parties by allowing the credi- 
tors of the ward to be substituted to her | 
rights as far as their debts may go. The 
judgment and order of the Circuit Court are 
therefore reversed, and the cause remanded 
for further proceedings not inconsistent with 
the principles of this opinion.

Thilips 
vs. 

The Cov. Jfc Cin. Bridge Co 

This action was brought against the appel- 
lant on a writing subscrilied by htm as follows: 
"We, the undersigned, hereby subscribe and 
promise to pay to the Covington and Cincinnati 
Bridge Company the respective amounts at- 
tached to our names, as subscription for stock 
in said company, payments to be made at 
such times and in such amounts as shall be 
demanded by the directors of said company, 
provided no demand shall be made until after 
the sum of four hundred thousand dollars 
shall have been subscribed, including those of 
ours." 

The defense to the action was. that the 
sum of four hundred thousand dollars in ac- 
tual available stock had not been subscribed 

when the demand upon defendant was made. 

The company recovered judgment, and this 
appeal was prosecuted by Philips. 

The principal questions in the case relate to 
the validity of some of the subscriptions of 
stock which the jury were permitted by the 
court below to take into estimate in deterniin- 
ing what amount of stock had been subscribed ,' 
before the appellant was called upon lor pay- 
ment of his subscription. These questions 
are : 

1. The city of Covington subscrilied $100,- 
000. That subscription was objected to on 
the ground that the city had no authority to 
make it. 

2. Stock was also subscribed by contractors, 
which some were to pay in work and mate- 
rials and some in services. These were ob- j 
jected to becme they were not payable in 
money, and because their payment depended 
upon the continuation of the work, and were 
therefore conditional in their nature. 

3. In the contract with the Bitena Vista 
Stock Company and the bridge company the 
former are allowed the privilege of converting 
one-half of the stock which is subscrilied into 
eight per cent, bonds of the bridge company, 
so soon as it may issue any such lionds. 

The court, per Chief Justice Simpson, "held — 
That the city had the right to make the 
subscription under the act of the Legislature 
of February, 18">6, (1 Vol., Beet, Ads, 1855-50, 
pige 31.",) entitled, "An act to amend the 
charter of the Covington and Cincinnati Bridge 
Company." This act is not in violation of the 
37th section of the 2d article of the Constitution 
which declares that "no law enacted by the 
Generfl Assembly shall relate to more than 
one subject, and that shall bo expressed in 
the title." 

The purpose of this provision was r to pre- 
vent a practice which had grown up of in- 
serting in the same act of the Legislature sub- 
jects which had no relation to each other, and 
where the title gave no indication whatever of 
some of the subjects of the bill : and to pre- 
vent the improper influences which were 
brought to bear on the passage of such bills, 
by a union of such incongruous subjects in the 
same bill. 

It was not intended to restrict legislation to 
such an extent as to render different acts 
necessary, where the whole subject matter is 
connected, and may be properly embraced in 
the same act. 

This prohibition should receive a reasonable 
and not a technical construction, and keeping 
in view the evil designed to be remedied, 
should no applied to acts of the Legislature 
only that are obviously within its spirit and 
me ining. 

W here the provisions of a statute relate, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to the same subject, they 
have a natural connection, and are not foreign 
to the subject expressed in the title, the pro- 
hibition should not be applied. 

The first section of the act referred to the 
capital stock, which was increased to $700,- 
000. 

The second, and only remaining one, gave 
power to the company to si ll 4100,000 of lin- 
stock the city of Covington, to be subocnb- 



cl and paid as might lie agreed on by the com- 
pany and the city, and in payment the city 
might sell her bonds to the amount of $l"o,- 
000; the amount of every bond and the times 
and places of payment of principal and inter- 
est to lie feed by said city — the city being au- 
thorized to levy a tax of ten cents on the $100 
worth of taxable property therein in 1866 and 
in 1857 for the pur|>ose of paying the interest 
on the bonds. 

The |>ower conferred on the Bridge Com- 
pany to sell, and on the city to subscribe anil 
pay $100,000 of the stock, is all that isinvolv- i 
ed in the question under consideration. 

The provision, as far as relates to the Bridge 
Company, it is not denied, is consistent with 
the title of the act; but it is contended, as it 
relates to the city of Covington, it is entirely 
foreign to the object therein indicated. 

The power to sell stock to the city neces- 
sarily required a power to be conferred on it 
to subscribe and pay for it; for without such 
power the power to sell would lie nugatory. 
The subject is the same, although it relates to 
a transaction to which two corporations are 
parties, one of whom only is named in the 
title of the act. If the act had given the city 
power to subscribe stock in any other than 
the company named in the title, then the pro- 
vision would fall within the prohibition. But 
as the subscription relates to the stock in the 
Bridge Company, so far as the action of the 
city is concerned, relates to subscription to 

th.it i puny by the city, the title of the act 

is sufficient, and sufficiently expressive of what 
is in it. 

The fact that after the city hail subscrilied 
and paid $10,000 on the subscription the com- 
pany took the city's bonds at par for the bal- 
ance, when the bonds were not worth par. can j 
only raise a question as to the power of the 
company so to receive payment — a question j 
not involved here. 

The subscription was made without Condi- ; 
tion, just as other subscriptions, and no after j 
action of the company can effect the legality | 
ol itas to amount. If the company, by receiving 
bonds, was injuring other stockholders, they 
could have applied a remedy. The court did 
not therefore err in the instruction to estimate 
the city subscription at $1<»>,000. 

The proof showing that the materials to be 
furnished in payment of stock were at as low 
prices as they could have lieen bought with 
money, the conqicnsation to be allowed for 
services reasonable, and the stock given there- j 
for at par, no valid objection existed on these 
grounds to calculating the stock taken for | 
these matters in ascertaining the amount sub- ! 
scribed. 

The contracts contemplated a regular pro- j 
grass ol the work to completion, and therefore I 
the subscription in services and materials were 
not conditional. 

The instructions given for appellant, "that 
the subscriptions of persons making contracts 
with the appellee for work on and materials 
furnished tiir the construction of the bridge 
should lie computed at their value to the ap- I 
pellees at the time they were made, as com- ( 
pared with the value of subscriptions payable 
in money," was correct. 

This gave power to the jury to reduce the 
nominal amount of the stock aforesaid, if they 
believed it was of less value than stock paya- 
ble in money. And the instruction to the 
jury, to exclude the stock of persons insolvent, 

infants, and married women, unless such sub- 
scriptions had been paid, was also correct. 

Tlie remaining question about the contract 
with the BuoQB Vista company does not affect 
the validity of the subscription of stock. The 
privilege to pay the bonds is only to the bridge 
company', and will not be carried into execu- 
tion unless to the interest of that company. 

If the stock should be of less value than 
the 8 per cent, lionds, the bridge company 
would have no right to issue them to the pre- 
judice of other stockholders. 
Judgment affirmed. 

Smith, &C,J 
vs. [ 
Wilson, ) 

Mrs. Smith, while the wife of Caruthers, in 
November, 1853, executed a mortgage on a 
house and lot which belonged to her when she 
married Caruthers, to secure a debt evidenced 
by note of the same date to Wilson fir S.".77 
50 — the note being signed by both Caruthers 
and wife. Caruthers died, and his wile after- 
wards married Smith. Wilson brought this 
suit against Smith and wife to foreclose the 
mortgage, and subject the property to the pay- 
ment of the debt. 

Smith and wife answered, relying upon va- 
rious grounds of defense. They charge that 
Mrs. Smith, being the wife of Caruthers, was 
compelled by him to execute the note and 
mortgage, by reason of his threats and coer- 
cion: that the house and lot was her property; 
that the debt secured was that of Caruthers, 
and that the note and mortgage were inopera- 
tive and void. 

The court lielow rendered judgment. subject- 
ing the property, or so much of it as was ne- 
cessary, to tlie payment of the debt. 

From that judgment this appeal was pray- 
ed. 

The opinion of the court was delivered by 
Indue 1 hivall : 

Tin' record contains no proof of the threats 
or coercion alleged in the answer, nor is it al- 
leged or shown that the debt was contracted 
for necessaries furnished Mis. ( 'arut'uers or her 
family; anil it may be conceded the debt was 
the debt of the husband alone, and the note 
wholly inoperative as to Mrs. Caruthers. 

So the only substantial question is, whether 
the mortgage executed jointly by her With her 
husband, whereby she conveys real estate of 
which she was legal owner to secure a debt of 
her husband, was binding on her under the 
laws in ibxce when it was executed in 1853. 

By the Uevised Statutes («>.-. 'Jn, ,l„,/,i,-r i,n 
Ctmieganees, page 197) it is provided that 
" married women may convey any real or per- 
sonal estate which they own, or which they 
have an interest, legal or equitable, in posses- 
sion, reversion, or remainder." 

This lection is comprehensive enough to 
embrace every conceivable interest or right 
which a married woman may have in property 
real or personal, and every kind of conveyance 
by ./.,./. A deed of trust or mortgage is a 
coiwegaiu-e by deed in the legal sense of thai 
phrase, as used in the statutes. 

That chapter on conveyance contains sev- 
eral sections in relation to deeds of trust and 
mortgages exclusively, which convey a legal 
or equitable title to real and personal estate. 

This court iu the case of Searboroagh VI. 
Walkou, (!) It. Mon., 544,) held that the 
statutes referred to "are sufficiently compre- 
hensive to empower a married woman to make 
a deed of any description, not a deed merely 
of bargain and sale founded upon a valuable 
consideration, but a deed of gift or of mortgage 
or release, or a deed of conveyance for any 
purpose whatever ; and such deed, when made 
and acknowledged by the parties with all the 
legal formalities required by the statute, be- 
comes as effectual for every purpose, and as ob- 
ligatory on the married woman, as if she had 
been at the time a feme sole." 

But one provision of the Revised Statutes 
puts any restriction upon conveyances by mar- 
ried women allowed to be made by the 20th 
section aforesaid, and that is found in the 1 7/// 
section of article 1, of title Husband and Wife, 
p i'jc o'Jo, which prohibits a married woman, 



under certain circumstance-, from alienating or 
eiirnmtiering her seixtrate estate. But the pro- 
visions of this section have no application to 
and cannot effect the right or power of a mar- 
ried woman to convey her legal or equitable 
estate in the mode prescril ed by law. 

Article 'J of same chapter, defines and limits 
the marital rights of huslmud and wife with 
res|K'ct to the property of each. This pro- 
vision, which exempts the ieil estate and 
slaves of the wile from the husband's debts, 
was not intended to qualify or alter the power 
given her to convey by deed. 

If she had joined with her husband in an 
absolute deed to pay the debt which was 
secured by the mortgage, certainly a court of 
equity would not have set that deed aside up- 
on the ground that her real estate was by law- 
exempt from liability for her husband's debts, 
if she voluntarily executed the deed and 
acknowledged it in the form prescribed by law. 

If the argument drawn from the preceding 
restrietion would operate as toa deed of mort- 
gage, it would have to operate equally as to 
absolute deeds made to pay the husband's 
debts. 

It has heen decided in the case of Scarbor- 
0U6 A vs. Witthins, supra, that a deed by hus- 
band and wife to a third person, reciting on ts 
fiee that it Wis made to him, to be recon eyed 
to the husband, is good if not tinctured With 
fraud. 

The effect of almost every such deed is to 
place the consideration thereof in the power 
of the husband; but this fact does not change 
or restrict the power given by the 20th section, 
supra. 

Mrs. Smith having executed this mortgace, 
acknowledged it in the manner prescribed by 
law. in the absence of any evidence of improper 
influence on the part of her husband over her, 
was properly held hound by the court below. 

Judgment affirmed.

To the People of Kentucky 

Through the partiality of my Democratic 
friends I was nominated for the office of L eu- 
tenant Governor of the State: and such was 
the unanimity of the Convention in their call 
upon me to take that position, that, as a Dem- 
ocrat, 1 did not feel at liberty to decline.

During my extreme illness I re- 
ceived numerous communications from my I 
friends in Kentucky, (some of them political,) 
to all of which 1 would have been pleased to 
have* responded fully, but was physically un- 
able to do so. Such was my prostrate condi- 
tion at one time, that I was strongly inclined 
to withdraw from the contest: but of a num- 
bar of letters received from various parts of I 
the State upon the subject, all. with one single 
exception, urged mast rongly to continue a can- 
didate; and with but the single purpose of 
meeting the wishes of my friends and as far, 
as possible to aid in carrying out the princi- 
ples of the Democratic party, to which 1 have 
devoted my whole political life, I yielded to 
the advice thus given. Without intending, 
hero, to discuss the political topics of the day, 
it may not lie inappropriate for me to indulge 
ill a single remark in reference to the question 
of slavery in the Territories. By the legisla- 
tion of Congress, it is clearly the right and the 
duty of the Territorial Legislatures to give 
adequate protection to persons and property 
(slaves included) in the Territories; and I ear- 
Dettiy and most confidently hope, that that du- 
ty will lie so performed, as that no occasion 
will ever arise for an appeal to Congress on 
that subject. If, however, doomed to disap- 
pointment in this confident hope, and from 
lad faith on the part of the people of the Ter- 
ritories, the rights of slaveholders should be 
disregarded and outraged. I trust that very 
few will lie found to deny that to Congress l«- 
longs the power and the duty to offer just 
protection, 

Being thus before you as a candidate, and as 
such having been selected as the object of the 
most virulent and unrelenting abuse on the 
part of a partisan press throughout the State, 
may I not indulge the hope that I shall be 
favored with the generous support of the en- 
tire Democratic party of the State.

At Puis it is believed in some quarters that 
the French loss at the battle of Solferino amount 
ed to from ltj.UUO to 18,000 men, as follows:

nearly 5,1100; MeMalmnV 2.000; anil Canrobert's 1 
1,'IIMI, be»i!esci u ide in the artillery and special 
corps. The French people are said to be dtasatis- 
tied with the scantiness ol the details as yet pub 

hshed in the Monitenr.

The Austrian official re|wirt of the battle 
sais the right » ing of the army occupied BossO 
lotiga, Solferino, and Carenci- The loll wing 
marched, on the 94th, to Gnidessolo ami Castle 
Coflred, and repulsed the advancing enemy on 
all side-. Astbe Imperial army continued its ad- 
vance towards Cheaie. the enemy, who had also 
■ammed tiie offensive, with his whole force push 
ed forward such large b- dies of troops that iherc 
was a general engagement between the two ar- 
mies at ten o'clock, or thereabouts, on the morning J 
of the 21th. The right wing, which was formed! 
of the second army, under Count Shel.ck, main 
mined the position wiiieh it had origtiii.llroceii- 
pieil in the lirst line of battle, at two o'cloek iu 
the afternoon, and the first armv of the lelt wing, 
nmler Count Wimplen, OOntinnalll gained ground 1 
in the direction ol Chesie towards three o'clock. 

The enemy made 1 vehement attack on Solfer- i 
tnO, an I alter several hours hard fighting obtained , 

possrtelou ot the place, w hich had been heroically 
defended by the 9th oorpsd'srmee. 

An attack was then made on Carriana, which 
place was courageously defended until evening 
by the first ami seventh corps o , armee, but was 
eventually left in the hands of the enemy 

While the struggle fur Solferino and Cavertna 
was going on, the 8lh corps il'armee, w hich w:is 
on die outer Sana right wing, advanced and re 
pulsed the Sardinian troops opposed to it, but this 
adv. ullage did not enable the Imperial armv to 
recover the positions that had been lost iu the 
center. 

The third am) ninth enrp- d'.irmee, which were 
Supported by the eleventh corps, were engaged on 
the lelt wing, and the reserve cavalry attached 
to this wing made several most brilliant attacks. I 

Un' suallv heavy losses, and the tact that the 
left wing of the liistariny was unsafe to mike 
pr gress on the right Hank of the enemy, who 
directed bis main lorce 111 the center against Vol 
ta, led to the retreat of the Imperial Roval Ar- 
my. It began hue ill the evening during a very , 
violent storm. 

The correspondent of the London Herald says: 
So little did the French expect a battle that, on 
the previous night, a message from the King, 
a.-king for supports in case he should 1 e attacked, 
was met with a refusal, on the ground lhat an at- 
tack by the Austrians was not probable. At day* 
break, however, the cups of Marshal d'RiHiers 
oame in sight ot Solferino, and was Immediately 
set upon by a large Austrian force, which rushed 
down the lull ami fought with the gre.test lory. 
'I'he Marabat resisted the attack to the best ot his 
power, and sent off his aid-ile camp foeaupp iris, 
but it was not before three hours of frightlul c ir- 
nagc had elapsed thai the corps of Gen. Niel 
made its appearance. ' 

The Austrian- were slowly driven back, and I 
every now ami then there was a pause. The I 
French continui-d to gain ground. Heaps of their

former was rapid I J put to the right about. It is 
stated that not a single Hungarian regiment was 
allowed to take part iu the battle, and th t ihe 
Italian regiments had all been previously -ent to 
the Tyrol. 

Twenty thousand corpses i re said to hare been 
buried, and many were yet lying in the ditches 
ami comfieids. 

The Herlin ami Vienna letters confidently speak 
of negotiations having been opened by Prussia 
with Engl uid and Russia, for the purpose of es- | 
tablishing, it possible, a basis for combined media- 
lion. 

The military commission of the Frankfort Diet 
is said to have ap p r o ved of the demand to more 
an armv of observation to the Rhine. 

The French are making immense naval prepa- 
rations in the Adriatic. Five ships of the line,! 
right frigates, six war steamers, thirteen floating 
batteries, li ne gun boats, nine brigs, and two 
three-masted vessels were at Antivari. They 
have many troops sno enormous supplies on board. : 
The Admiral was about to open his sealed orders. 

The real difficulty there is in getting rid ol the 
Austrians without injury to the inhabitants or 
city of Venice. 

The litest fleet is -aid to he composed of nine 
ships of the line, two heavy frigates and one float- 
ing battery. 

Two of the London paper- state that there lias 
been a meeting al P u is of the Inferior diplomat- 
ic agents of France in the Levant, and that they 
have been dis| atehed to their posts by Orders 
from the Emperor. Il is presumed lhat they have 
orders t" aid iu getting up an insurrection in Tur- 
key. 

In the interest of Russia, General Garibaldi 
has received orders to occupy the upper Valti- 
tino, and w is expected at Torsno w ith 3,000 men, 
and "hero OUU l'lciiuioutcao had already waved. > 



Skirmishes have taken place i-ear B- rnio, be- 
tween the French corps of Valletrino and the 
Austrians guarding the Stelvio pass. 

The Austrians number thirteen companies of 
infantry and two con- panics of carbineers. Thev 
occupy positions between Ghcirus and Trafoi, and 
a battery has been placed in position to command 
the piad to Stelvio. Barricades have also been 
erected, and there is great fear of a descent bv 
Garibaldi. 

The Swiss Federal Council Ins decided, in con- 
cert wi.h the belligerents, that anv so'dier seek- 
ing shelter on Swiss territory shall be set t back to 
their country, their governments engaging not to 
employ ihem again in the present war. The gar- 
rison of Lavero and the soldiers of Ga.ibaldi's 
corps will consequently be sent back. 

It is said that the Austrian monarch ordered 
the recrossing of the Mincio, iu opposition to the 
advice of Gen Hess 

The Sardinian account of the battle of Solfe- 
rino says: On the 24lh, the Emperor ordered the 
Sardinian army to occupy Possolcaga ai d invest 
Peseheira, while the French occupied Carriana. 
Marshal d'llilliers met with unexpected difficul 
ties, and the Pie-lmontese reeonnoissancc also 
encountered great forces of me enemy. While 
d'H'dliers perlormed prodigies of valor at Solfc 
rino, the misses of the enemy continued to ad- 
vance at Castiglione, 

The Emperor, 'ierceivinutli.it he wasnow eon- 
tending with the entire rmv of the etieinv.de 
ployed the corps of Marshals Nell mi l MeMnhoii 
in place, and | rdered C inrobert to join w ith the 
Imperial Guard.

Tne King re cilleil Pairtl, Hid ordered the 
tnigsde of Aost - to return promptly m San 
Mm mi end Havier. Marshal d'Hilliers wasai 
Kolferino and marched agailiist Carriana Tin 
King ha ing been informed lhat notwithstanding 
the thir I and fifth divisions we eengaj ed, it was 
difficult to earrv the bights of 9aa Mariino, or- 
dered a ge n er a l attack of these divisions with the 
brigadeof Austa, the' first division under Gen 
Dill 1 Marmora, and the brigade of Pie- mont, il. 
spile of the violent tempest. Gen. Ddl.i Mar 
mora directed his cour-i bv PoxsolengS ami 
emended open 8an Hartino, but was attacked 
from the side ot Pozzolenga. 

The 4th regiment, moving to the left, repulsed 
the enemy, causing great |os„.s with our artillery, 
in spite of the delay of General Durand s corps. 
Occasioned by the temoest and the ignorance of 
the guides. The 3d and iith divisions and brig- 
ade dislodged the enemy from his formidable pos- 
ition, and a brilliant victory ended this contest of 
fif een hours, which was Sustained with heroic 
bravery. The French account of the battle in 
the Mon'ueur, thus describes it: A 5 o'clock 
in the morning, the 1st corps, under Marshal 
d'Hilliers, began the engagement before Solferi- 
no; Ihe bights and village were occupied after a 
sanguincry combat. 

During the time the second corps d'armre. 
(Marshal MeMahbn'et) which was on the right 
of Ihe first corps iu he plain, extended itself to 
the right to join the column of Marshal Neil, 
which was inarching upon Me lo! e; the Empeiot 
had taken command of the whole army His 
M jesty caused the infantry and artillery of the 
Guard to advance and place themselves between 
the first and second corps ami carry San Cassi no; 

then, iu order to reinforce the right oi McM ihon's 

coinm mil. which was a little exposed iu COUSS- 

qoeuce of the distance which separated them ami 
the troops ol Gen Neil, his Majesty sent all the 
cavalry of the Guard and two divisions of caval- 
ry of the first snd third corps up. 

Canrobcrt had been charged to watch the 
movements of the Austrians expected on the 
side ol Manilla. During the whole day thev 
fought advancing slowly bill always iu good" order, 
the corps joining up towards each oilier. The 
first corps, alter taking possession 01 Solferino, 
seized all the positions ne alter the other in Poz- 
SOlenga. Night .done stopped their career The 
guard seized San C as-ialo ami Carri na without 
losing time. The last village was carried with 
great spirit under the eyes of the Emperor, who 
hitnsell directed the fire of the artillery. 

The fourth corps under Marshal Ned advanced 
step by step, always gaining ground. There was 
a lime when, to cover their retreat, the Austrians 
made a desperate effort to place themselves be- 
tween the lourlh and second corps A fierce 
struggle occurred The infantry and artillery 
took part in the conflict 

The cavalry, by several charges, decided the 

success of the day. This was the last act of the 
battle- 'I'he Austrian! began to retreat along the 
whole line. This retreat was favored bva dread- 
ful storm, wdiich continued lor more than an hour; 
the thunder, hail, and wind produced si. eh an ef- 
fect that nothing could be distinguished on the 
field of battle When the weather improved the 
enemy had disappeared, and the direction they 
had taken was perceived wdien their columns had 
attained some distance. 

The mperorol Austria, who bad lodged at 
Carriana, quitted ihe field at four o'clock, and 
retired towards Goito. Napoleon was in j*ou e 
degree superior to himself, tie was seen every- 
where, directing the battle. Everyone mound 
trembled al the dangers which anceasingly threat- 
ened him; be alone seemed insensible of them.
